Confirmation of Tennes- 
see Judge Would Give 
State Two Members on 
High Court Bench. 


HARRIS MUCH PLEASED 


AT HARDING’S MOVE 


Declares, Although He 
Would Have Preferred 
Democrat, Glad to See 
South Get Appointment. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Washington, January 24.—Fdward 
T. Sanford, United States district 
judge for the eastern and middle dis- 
tricts of Tennessee since 1908, was 


nominated today by President Hard- 


ing to be associate justice of the 
supreme court to fill the vacancy 


caused by the retirement of Justice 


Pitney. 


Judge Sanford isa recognized au- 


thority in the legal profession, which 
he entered in 1888, after receiving 


degrees at the University of Tennessee | 
is a former vice | 


and Harvard. He 
president of the American Bar as- 


sociation, and served as an assistant | 


attorney-general of the United States 
under President Roosevelt. He is a 
republican and is 57 years old. 

The nomination, if confirmed, 
give Tennessee two members of the 
highest court, and will restore the 
political balance of six republicans 
and three democrats which obtained 
when President Harding took office. 
The other member from 
is Justice Reynolds, a democrat, 
pointed by President Wilson. 

To Seek Speedy Action. 

Judge Sanford, who is a native of 
Knoxville, where he now lives, is 
the fourth member of the court to be 
named by President Harding. Justice 
_ Pitney’s retirement, authorized by a 
special act of congress because of 
physical disability, became effective 
January 1, and it was inflicated today 
that senate leaders would seek action 
at once on the nomination of Judge 
Sanford so that the court can pro- 
ceed to important pending cases witb 
a full bench. 

In connection with his long service 
in the legal profession, Judge San- 
ford has devoted much attention to 
education and to public affairs. He 
was for ten years a lecturer in law 
at the University of Tennessee and 
now is a trustee of that institution.

Toll Wires Down. 


None of the toll wires of the Bells 


Telephone company, within a radius 
of 50 miles around Atlanta. were 
rendering service and it was undeter- 
mined as to when normal service 
could be restored. Wires in the city 
were damaged to the extent of cut- 
ting off of 400 telephones, but work 
was well under hand and telephone 
communications were gradually being 
put back in order. Sixty poles were 
down within the city limits. 

Long distance wires were all down, 
it is reported, with the exception of 
the Atlanta-Charlotte line, Birming- 
ham and Gainesville, fairly good serv- 
ice being available over these, 

Postal Telegraph company report- 


hed Wednesday that all its lines were 


out with the exception of Charlotte, 
N. C., and Birmingham. No tele- 
graph connections were available with 
the company to Florida ‘points or 
New York, and in almost every direc- 
tion its means of telephone communi- 
cations ‘were broken.

Athens, Ga., January . 24.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Cotton. must centinue to be 
the money crop in the south, it was 
emphatically brougkt out at the farm- 


ers’ agricultural conferénce here 


today. 

It was further shown that in spite 
of all that has been attributed to tie 
boll weevil and the havoc that he is 
playing with the raising of cotton, 


it still is possible, through the use 
of certain scientific methods, to pro- 
duce the staple. It can even be raised

Conditions in the Ruhr are im- 
proving for the occupying’ forces. 
The mines are in operation to 85 
per cent of their capacity, the 
railroad services are reported to 
be well up to the standard, and 
in general there is less tension 
evident in the industrial towns. 

The trial at Mayence of a num- 
ber of industrial leaders, includ- 
ing Fritz Thyssen, has ended 
without dramatie incident. The 
Germans were condemned to the 
payment of a comparatively small 
fine for disobedience of orders, 
Dr. Schlutius, of the state di- 
nance department, and Dr. Von 
Raiffeisen, president of the state 
mines administration, were con- 
demned to a year imprisonment 
under a suspended sentence. 

France is preparing to take 
over control of the railroads, and 
for emergency purposes is moe: 
bilizing her own railroad work- 
ers, who will be put into service 
in the Ruhr, in case the Germans 
go on strike.

The federal reserve system under 
the present republican regime is domi- 
nated by politicians, Carter BE.

With Teacher’s Death. | 


| Brunswick, Ga., January 24.—(Spe- 
cial).—S. Harold Carter, well-known 
| Baxley county cotton broker, must 
serve from one to three years in the 
étate penitentiary, accétding to a jury 
which tried hia in the Glynn superior 
eourt on a charge of voluntary man- 
slaughter in connection with the death 
in this city on December 8, of Miss 
Alma Crosby, pretty 22-year-old scRovo! 
teacher of Baxley who passed away at 
ithe City hospital following an alleged 
illegal operation. 

The case took up all of Tuesday in 


the court and was given to the jury 
Tuesday night. The 12 men failed 


. ° . . } 
to arrive at a verdict during the night} 


but shortly before 10 o'clock this 
morning, they returned to the court 
room and the verdict was read. 

Carter was sentenced to serve from 
one to three years in the penitentiary 
by Judge Highsmith. 

The court room was packed when 
the jury came in and» announced that 
they had reached a verrict. 

Carter, who all during the trial 
had appeared in the best of spirits, 
fo™ the first time wore a worried 
look upon his face, and as the verdict 
was read he plainly showed that he 
was disappointed. 

It was stated today that attorneys 
representing Carter would at once ask 
for a new trial. 

Interest at High Pitch, 

People from Baxley composed a 
large percentage of the audience in 
the court room, and interest through- 
out the trial was at high pitch. Every 
word of evidence was eagerly sought ; 
by the large crowd. 

Mrs. L. W. Crosby, mother of the 
‘dead school teacher, was among the 
| first witnesses placed on the stand 
| by the state. With her face still show- 
jing evidence of her great sorrow over 
'the death of her daughter, whieh fol- 
‘lowed that of her husband by only a 
' year, she told the jury all that she 
‘knew about the case. 

“Harold Carter told me over Alia’s 
| coffin that if ever I opened my mouth 
‘he would kill me,” dramatically de- 
| clared Mrs. Crosby, @uring the exaimi- 
, nation. 

Later’ she testified that she was 
| with her daughter when the end came 
and that the last words of her dying 
'child were directed to Carter: | 
| “You've a rocky road to travel, Elar- 
‘old Carter.” 

: With tears in her eyes she charged 
| that Carter. “had wrecked her home 
| 


and Alma’s life.” 

Physicians and trained nurses at 
| the hospital where Miss Crosby died 
| first were called by the state to es- 
tablish that the death was the direct 
result of an illegal operation. 

Physician Testifies, 

| Dr. J. A. Dunwoody stated that he 
i was called in to see the ill teacher 
at the hospital, and that she was seri- 
ously affected with a high tempera- 
ture and evidences of an operation. 
Septic infection was given as the di- 
rect cause of her death. 

On cross-examination the physician 
declared that he could not say how 
long the operation had been perform- 
ed, and after answering several tech- 
nical questions, he said the young 
‘woman could have performed the ope- 
ration herself. 

Miss Mary Motiere, superintendent 
of nurses at the hospital, pointed out 
Carter as the man who came to the 
hospital with Miss Crosby, giving his 
name as S. H. Crosby, and saying the 
young woman was his wife. 

She said that during the teacher's 
illness the defendant came and went 
at intervals and was present- when 
she died. The mother of Miss Crosby 
came to the hospital an hour before 
she died, and was accompanied by 
Carter. The mother of Miss Crosby 
then followed and was on the stand 
for some time. 

She said that her daughter left home 
in Baxley on the day before Thanks- 


‘giving and the next time she saw ber 


was an hour before she died. She 
said that upon her arrival here Car- 
ter insisted that she call him Mr. 
Crosby. “You know she is my wife,” 
she said he told her. “He already had 
a wife and children, and I knew 
better.” 

Continuing, she said that Carter 
ran away to Florida with her 
daughter. 

Accused Carter. 

“My girl recognized me when 1 
reached the hospital, and she told me 
she was going to die. Alma then told 
me all and said she was so sorry. 
It was then that she told me that 
Harold Carter was the cause of her 
death,” 

In his statement, Carter admitted 
that he had been to Florida with Miss 
Crosby and had been with her on a 
number of occasions. He denied bring- 
ing her to Brunswick and placing her 
in a hospital, however.

the newly discovered sepulchre of ‘Lut- 
Ankb-Amen, the pharuoh who ruled 
about 1350 B. C., is being used. by 
excavators as a storeroom and work- 
shop. Thither all the unusual anti- 
quities are now rapidly being removed 
sv as to clear the original chamber 
before opening the sealed burial cham- 
on the return of Lord Carnarvon 
early next month. 

Among the most interesting ob- 
jects thus brought into the daylight 
in the last few days is a beautiful 
footstool, inlaid with a row of figures 
of foreign slaves or captives, the idea 
being that thus the king’s feet would 
tread contempuously upon them. In 
view of my, conientio last week that 
Tut-Ankh-Amen was the pharaoh of 
the oppression it is interesting to note 
that some of these captives are semi- 
tic and, quite possibly, the actual Is- 
raelites of the Exodus. 

In previous ispatches I referred to 
the bad state of preservation of the 
beautifully painted casket found in 
the tomb. Apparently dampness pen- 
etraced the chamber, owing to the low 
position of the sepulchre in the valley 
bed, and a consequent percolation of 
occasional rains. ‘The face of one 
of the two statues of Pharaoh has 
split open. The royal robes, removed 
yesterday from the tomb, are in the 
most fragile state, while other objects 
require most careful handling. 

Fortunately the services of Mr. 
Lucas, the government chemical ex- 
pert, are still svailable. A great debt 
is due Mr. Lythgoe, head of the 
Egyptological department of the 
wletropolitan museum, New York, 
who is directing neighboring exca- 
vations, and who has lent an experi- 
enced staff to us. Mr. Howard Car- 
ter, who with Lord Carnarvon dis- 
covered the tomb, also has much skill 
and ingennity in such matters. Hence 
there is little likelihood that the treas- 
ures will perish. 

Condition of Mummies. 

It is a question, however, whether 
the moisture has penetrated into the 
senled chamber and whether the mum- 
my or mummies will be found rotted. 
When I entered the tomb of King 


and decayed flesh and wrappings, due 
to a fissure in the ceiling by means 
of which rainwater had penetrated. 

I have been mueh shocked by the 
present condition of the Cairo museum 
antiquities which we found in the Val 
ley of the Kings seventeen years ago 
When they came from the tomb they 
were a blaze of gold. They seemed 
absolutely new. untouched by time

If antiquities removed from) 
a tomb where they were perfectly safe 
are thrown pell-mell into an under- | 
staffed museum, in the damp climate | 
of Cairo, and left to rot, the excava- | 
tion becomes utterly immoral. 

It # a fact that scientific excava | 
tion should involve both the immediate | 
safeguarding of objects found, as now | 
being done, and also complete arrange- | 
ments for their perpetual preservation. | 
Lord Carnarvon’s excavations have 
suddenly sprung this mass of glorious 
relics of the past upon the unprepared 
present and somehow we must hand 
them on to future generations. Thus 
the urgent question is how to make 
the jimerack Cairo museum fit to re- 
ceive them, if this is to be their home.

Augusta, Ga., January 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The new Harrison building, 
whjch replaced the building which 
was destroyed by fire in 1921, was 
completely gutted by fire at 3 o’clock 
this morning. The fire is said to 
have originated in the basement of 
a restaurant in the building. The 
damage to the building and the stores 
that occupied it will amount to $S5,- 
000, 

The fire this morning originated 
in the same building where the 1921 
fire started. which resulted in a loss 
of $1,500,000. The buildings destroy- 
ed at that time included The Chron- ! 
icle building, 
Johnson building 
hotel. 

‘ The new building is a two-story 
brick and composition structure, 
Smoke Dense. 

When the alarm was first sounded 
and the firemen arrived on the scene 
they were unable to locate the base 
of the flames. Smoke was 8o dense 
as to baffle the firemen in any at- 
tempt to enter the building fro: 
either the front or rear. 

Suddenly, with a terrifie explosion ; 
which shook the entire business sec- 
tion of the city, the flames burst 
throwgh the roof of the building. An- 
gry flames soon were licking at the 
wood work of the new Richmond ho- 
tel, nearing completion and wiich is 
to be opened in a short while. 

The firemen battled desperately to! 
save the new. structure directing 
stream after stream on the big hotel 
in order to keep the flames from ob- 
taining a foothold on the building. 
In order to protect the new building, 
which had not yet ignited, the brunt 
of the fight made by the firemen was 
directed to the front of the Harrison 
building. 


Blaze Stubborn. 

The blaze, according to Chief Rey- 
nolds, was one of the most stubborn 
he bas ever had to contend witu. The 
fire, which was discovered at 2:45 
o'clock, was under. control at 4:50. 

The bright reflection from the blaze 
attracted bundreds of people to the 
fire, who stood around defying the 
cold and a heavy rain which was fall- 
ing when the alarm was sounded and 
continued dyring the height of the 
blaze. 

Several firemen were overcome by 
smoke and two were badly hurt vy 
falling glass.
